Lords.the King,and the States,moved with all Chriſtian compaſſion, 
and deſire on both ſides, to make an end of the common miſeries, and 
ts avoid the ſad proſecution, deſtruttion, dammage and perills,Which 
might follow by a further proceeding in the Low-Countrie Warres, 
as alſo by ſpreading it to other cities and countries, and lands and 
ſeas ling farre off, and to change the evill effefts of the ſame into an 
acceptable good and upright-peace, and the ſweet fruits of a full and 
firme reſt, to the comfort of the people and countries which are nun- 
der their obedience, and the reparation of the dammages paſt; for 
the generall welfare, not only of the Low-countries, but alſo of all 
Chriſtendome, enviting and entreating other Princes and Po- 
tentates, that by the bleſſing of God they may be moved to the 
like compaſſion, and eſcheWwing of deſtruttion, ſpotle and diſorders, 
Which the heavie plague of warre hath ſo long and ſo heavily cauſed 
them to feele ; for the obtaining of ſo good an end, and wiſhed eye- 
marke ; the ſaid Lords, Don Phillippo the fourth King of Spaine, 
and the States General of the United Provinces have deputed Coms- 
miſſioners, viz. the ſaid Lord King of Spaine, Don Gaſper de Bra. 
camonte, 4d Guſman Earle of Penaranda, Lord of Aldea, Seca, 
and Forteran, Knight of the Order of Alcantare perpetuall Ad- 
miniſtrator of the Command ef Dayniel, of the Order of Calatraia, 
Gentleman of the Chamber of his Majeſtie, and of his Coun- 
ſell and Chamber, Extraordinary Ambaſſador for his Ems- 
riall Majeſtie, and the chiefe Plexipotentarie for the Treatie of ge-

Articles 
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Articles of the Peace concluded at 
Muns rs Ks. 


AMprimis. The ſaid Lord the King doth declare 
and acknowledge, that the faid Lords the States 

enerall of the United Netherlands, and the 

everall Provinces of the ſame, with all their 
> aſſociated countries,cities, and lands belonging 
Ped ZE io them, are free and ſoveraign Cities, Provin- 
ces, and lands, of and againſt whom, nor their aſſociated coun- 
rries, cityes, and lands, the ſaid Lord the King doth not pre- 
tend any thing, nor now, nor hereafter, for himſelfe, his ſucceſ- 
ſours, and poſterity, ſhall pretend any thing, and in ſequell 
hereunto is content to treat with the ſame Lords States, as he 
doth by theſe preſents, for a perpernall Peace, on the conditions 
here under-written and declared : to wit : 


2. 

That the ſaid Peace ſhall be good, firm, faithfull, and infran- 
gible, and that in order hereunto, there ſhall be a ceſſation of 
all Acts of hoſtility whatſoever,between the ſaid Lord the King, 
and the States generall,as well at ſea,and other waters,as at land. 
in all their reſpe&ive Kingdoms, Ceuntries, Lands, and Domini- 
ons, for all their ſubjeAs and Inhabitants, of any qualitie or 
condition whatſoever they be, without exception of places or 
perſons, 


3. 

Each one ſhall keep, and preſently occupy the cquntryes, ci- 
ties, places, lands, and dominions, which they do at preſent en- 
Joy, without therein to be troubled or hindred direRly nor indi- 
realy, in what manner ſoever it be, wherein is underſtood to 
comprehend the villages, towns, high-lands, & low-lands depen- 
ding thereon : and in the ſequell thereof,;the whole Maioralty 
of Buſſe, asalſo the Lordſhips, cities, caſtles, villages, townes, 
high- lands,

high lands, and low-lands depending on the faid Maioralty of 
the Byſſe, the Ciry and Marquiſate of Bergen op Zoam : the 
City and Barony of Bred: : the City of Maeftrichr, and the 
confines thereof : as alſo the Earldome -of Proonehoffe : the 
Earle and land of C»yck, Hulft, and Bayliwick, of Hulft, and 
Hulſter- Ambacht ; and as alſo Axele- Ambacht, lying on the 
ſouth and north of Gexle, as alſo the Forts, which the ſaid Lords 
States have in the Land of aes, and all the other cities and 
places which the ſaid Lords the States hold'in Brabant, Flanuders, 
and elſewhere, remain to the ſaid Lords States, in all the rights, 
ſoveraignities, and ſuperiorities of the ſame, nothing excepted, 
and every of them, as they do hold the Provinces of the United 
Provinces : Provided that all the reſt of the Land of waes, ex- 
cept the ſaid Forts, ſhall remain to the King of Spaine : for what 
concerns the free Quarters of Over-maſe: to wit, Valcken- * 
burge, Dalen, and S Hertogenrade : they (hall remain in the con- 
dition wherein they at preſent.are : and-in caſe of diſpute, and 
controverſy, the fame (hall be ſent to the Bipartite (hamber, of 
which is hereafter ſpoken.

The ſubjects or inhabitants of the faid Lord the King and the 
States, ſhall have all good correſpondence and friendſhip toge- 
ther, without remembring the offences or damages, which they 
have formerly ſuffered : they ſhall alſo come and abide in the 
countries, the one of the other, and there uſe their trade and. 
commerce in all- ſecurity, as well at ſea, other waters, as at. 


land.

The navigations and commerce for the Eaſt and Weft-Inaves,. 
ſhall be maintained, according and in conformity to the Grants 
rherefore already given or yet to be given 3. and for aflurance 
thereof, this preſent treaty (and the ratification on both ſides 
ro be performed, ) fhall teach : and under the faid treaty ſhalt 
be comprehended all Potentates, Nations and People, with

hereafrer without the breach of this preſent Treaty may get and 
hold : And the governours as well of the Eaft and weſt- India 
company of the United Provinces, as alſo the Miniſters, high and 
low officers, ſouldiers, and mariners, being, or which haye 
been in a&tuall ſervice, as alſo thoſe which continue out of the 
ſame ſervices reſpeRively, as well here in this Country as in the 
limits of the ſaid Company, and may hereafter be imployed, be 
free & untroubled in all the lands which are under the obedience 
of the King of Spain in Exrope, they may travell, trade, and g9 
as all other inhabitants of this State. Further ir is beſpoke and 
ſtipulated, that the Spaniards ſhall remain in their voyages in 
the ſame manner as yet hold the ſame in the Fajt-Tndies, 
without extending themſelves further : as likewiſe the Inhabi- 
tants of the United Netherlands (hall forbear to frequent or 
occupy the Fpani/s places in Eng 


| And what concerns the Feſt-Tndies, the SubjceAs and Tnhabi- 
 tants of the Kingdoms, Provinces, and lands of the ſ4id Lords, 
the King, and States reſpeRively, ſhall forbear to ſayle and 
trade inall the havens and places, with the lodges, caſtles, and 
all other places, held and poſſeſſed by one or the other party, to 
wit, the SubjeAs of the ſaid Lord the King (ball not. ayle unto, 
and trade in the bavens and places which are held by the faid 
Lords States, nor alſo the SubjeQs of the faid Lords States in 
thoſe places which are kept by the faid Lord che King ; and ander 
the places which.the ſaid Lords States do poſſeſle, ſhall be alſo
